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INTRODUCTORY  OBSERVATIONS. 


Four  years  have  elapsed  since  the  issue  of  the  last  edition 
of  this  work — four  years  of  momentous  importance,  as  well 
to  us  who  dwell  in  that  portion  of  Her  Majesty's  possessions 
which,  when  the  last  edition  issued,  was  known  as  Upper 
Canada,  (but  which  is  now  called  by  the  name  of  Ontario,) 
as  to  all  who  make  their  homes  in  British  North  America. 

We  have  during  that  period  passed  through  a  revolution 
and  into  an  altered  form  of  government,  calculated  to  secure 
to  us  in  the  future  far  greater  advantages  than  those  secured 
by  many  revolutions,  where  the  liberties  of  the  people  have 
been  confirmed  only  after  undergoing  a  baptism  in  blood. 

Ours  has  been  a  more  noble  revolution,  and  has  been 
secured  not  by  the  decimation  of  our  youth,  and  the  tears  of 
mothers,  widows,  and  orphans,  but  by  the  sacrifice  of  self 
and  of  interests  which  the  long,  bitter  struggle  to  maintain 
had  rendered  difficult  for  our  leaders  to  yield. 

It  may  be  easily  predicted  that  when  the  future  Historian 
comes  to  comment  on  the  lives  of  the  great  political  men 
of  our  time,  he  will  find  nothing  in  the  character  of  those 
he  is  describing,  more  admirable  or  more  worthy  to  be  held 
up  for  imitation,  than  the  sacrifices  of  personal  feeling  and 
political  prestige,  which  alone  made  our  grand  Confederation 
possible. 
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INTRODUCTORY   OBSERVATIONS. 


The  British  America  Act  (30  &  31  Vic.  ch.  3,  Imperial), 
under  which  the  several  Legislatures  of  Canada  and  of  its 
Provinces,  the  Provinces  themselves,  and  the  interests  of  their 
inhabitants,  are  governed,  professes  to  have  been  resolved 
upon,  because  the  ''  Union  would  conduce  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Provinces,  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  British 
Empire."  That  the  effect  of  the  contemplated  changes  was 
not  over-estimated  by  its  authors ;  but  that  an  improved  con- 
dition, in  a  material  point  of  view,  and  a  position  of  greater 
political  importance  in  the  eyes  of  the  mother  country,  have 
been  secured  to  us,  must  be  the  earnest  hope  of  every  true 
Canadian. 

The  theme  of  our  future  as  a  country  is  so  large  and  so 
inviting,  that  a  writer  is  tempted  to  forget  the  especial 
reference  which  the  scheme  of  Confederation  demands  in  a 
notice  of  this  kind.  The  changes  in  matters  in  which  the 
legal  profession  are  specially  interested,  introduced  by  its 
means  and  since  its  consummation,  can  alone  be  properly 
•  referred  to  here. 


Sections  96  to  100,  inclusive,  of  the  British  America  Act, 
make  provision  for  the  manner  of  appointment  and  payment 
of  the  judicature.  The  effect  of  them  is,  that  the  Governor 
General  holds  the  power  of  appointing  the  Superior  and 
County  Court  Judges  ;  but  until  the  laws  of  the  Provinces, 
other  than  Quebec,  are  assimilated,  he  is  bound  to  choose 
the  Judges  from  the  Bar  of  the  Province  in  which  they  are 
to  sit  in  judgment.  The  Quebec  Judges  are  to  be  appointed 
from  the  Bar  of  that  Province.  The  Superior  Court  Judges 
are  to  hold  office  during  good  behavior  (as  are  also  the  County 
Court  Judges  of  Ontario  under  33  Vic.  cap.  12,  Ontario). 
The  salaries  of  the  Superior  and  County  Court  Judges  are  to 
be  "  fixed  and  provided  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada.'* 
These  provisions  seem  to  have  met  with  general  approval — 
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the  power  of  the  Dominion  to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  Superior 
Court  Judges  having  alone  given  rise  to  any  difficulty.  The 
Ontario  Assembly  under  a  sense  of  the  overwork  and  underpay 
of  our  Superior  Court  Judges,  passed  an  Act  giving  them  an 
increase  of  $1000  per  annum  each.  This  statute  was  dis- 
allowed by  the  Governor  in  Council,  under  the  power  of  veto 
given  him  in  the  British  American  Act  (sees.  56  &  90),  but 
has  been  re-enacted  in  another  form.  Whether  the  increase 
which  is  well  deserved,  will  be  permitted  to  continue  to  the 
Judges,  as  Judges  in  Error  and  Appeal,  remains  to  be  seen. 

By  the  Confederation  Act  exclusive  powers  as  to  legal 
matters  are  assigned  to  the  Dominion  and  Local  Legislatures. 
Thus,  by  sec.  91,  sub-sec.  27  of  that  Act,  the  Dominion  has 
exclusive  power  to  deal  with  Criminal  Law  and  with  the  pro- 
cedure in  Criminal  cases  j  but  the  Constitution  of  the  Courts 
to  administer  these  laws  and  in  which  the  procedure  deter- 
mined on  by  the  Dominion  must  be  followed,  is  within  the 
province  of  the  Local  Legislatures,  to  alter  or  amend  as  they 
please. 

Acting  Tinder  these  powers  and  in  the  spirit  of  the  Act, 
which  every  where  evinces  the  desire  of  its  framerii  for  an 
uniformity  of  the  laws  of  the  several  Provinces,  the  Dominion 
Parliament  has  performed  an  arduous  task  in  assimilating  and 
codifying  the  Criminal  Law  nnd  procedure  throughout  the 
whole  of  our  country.  The  Law  of  Insolvency  has  also  been 
rendered  much  more  uniform  by  the  Act  of  1869. 

There  are  many  other  important  Dominion  Acts  to  which 
we  can,  from  want  of  space,  only  briefly  advert.  The  Judges' 
Allowance  Acts  of  1868  and  1869,  the  Fee  Fund  Act,  1869, 
the  Summary  Trial  A.ct,  1869,  and  the  Act  of  the  Attorney- 
General  of  Ontario,  passed  by  the  Dominion  Legislature  in 
1869,  for  the  speedy  trial  of  prisoners  charged  with  felony,  and 
to  which  we  shall  refer  again,  are  amongst  the  most  important. 
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By  sec.  92,  sub-sec.  14  of  the  Confederation  Act,  the  Local 
Governments  have  exclusive  power  over  the  constitution, 
maintenance,  and  organization  of  all  Provincial  Courts,  Civil 
and  Criminal.  They  have  sole  charge  over  the  administration 
of  justice,  and  over  the  procedure  of  their  Civil  Courts,  but, 
as  we  have  seen,  not  over  that  of  their  Criminal  Tribunals. 

The  Legislature  of  Ontario  has  not  been  slow  in  acting 
under  the  powers  conferred  upon  it.  In  fact,  it  has  been 
accused  of  altering  the  law  too  hastily ;  and  its  doing  so  has 
been  pointed  to  as  a  reason  for  doubting  the  wisdom  of  dis- 
pensing with  a  second  chamber.  These  speculatiors  are 
hardly  within  the  scope  of  our  observations,  but  it  may  be 
urged  in  reply  that  a  number  of  matters  ceded  change 
which  were  lost  sight  of  amid  the  larger  interests  at  stake  in 
the  old  Parliaments,  or  which,  for  other  reasons,  could  not  be 
passed  there,  and,  in  that  case,  the  first  few  years  of  the  new 
regime  would  necessarily  witness  a  far  larger  proportion  of 
changes  than  many  succeeding  years. 

However  this  may  be,  the  changes  effected  in  matters 
affecting  the  legal  profession  in  Ontario  since  Confederation, 
have  been  numerous  and  important,  and,  without  troubling  the 
reader  with  a  complete  list  of  them,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to 
call  attention  to  the  most  important. 


These  are,  An  Act  as  to  Attorneys  (31  Vic  of.  l^)-  An 
Act  amending  the  C.  L.  P.  Act  (31  Vic.  cap.  24'i  '  Act  to 
amend  the  Law  as  to  Executions  against  Goods  arid  I  (da  (31 
Vic.  cap.  26),  The  Law  Reform  Act  (32  Vic.  cap.  6,  omsuded 
by  33  Vic.  caps.  7  &  8),  The  Dower  Act  (32  Vic.  cap.  7)  The 
Wills  Act  (32  Vic.  cap.  8),  An  Act  respecting  Attorneys  (32 
Vic.  cap.  19),  whereby  the  keeping  of  Terms  was  abolished, 
The  Division  Court  Act  (32  Vic.  cap.  23),  An  Act  respecting 
Tiaw  Fees  (33  Vic.  Cap.  9),  The  Judges'  Chambers  Act  (33 
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Vic.  cap.  11),  The  County  Court  Judges  Tenure  of  Office  Act 
(33  Vic.  cap.  12),  and  The  Evidence  Act  (.^3  Vic.  cap.  13). 

Tiie  Law  Reform  Act  has  introduced  some  striking  changes. 
It  reduced  the  sittings  of  the  County  Courts  out  of  the 
County  of  York  to  two  in  the  year,  and  in  York  to  three. 
Much  expense  was  expected  to  be  saved  by  this  expedient, 
and,  no  doubt,  has  been.  The  inconvenience  of  waiting  too 
long  for  trial  is  got  over  by  a  more  easy  transfer  of  cases  for 
trial  at  the  Nisi  Print  sittings  of  the  Superior  Courts,  no 
order  being  required ;  provision  is  also  made  for  taking 
Superior  Court  cases  down  to  the  County  Court  without  an 
order  when  "  the  amount  is  liquidated  or  ascertained  by  the 
signature  of  the  defendant."  This  section  (17)  has,  however, 
been  construed  strictly,  and  the  defendant's  signature  is  in 
every  case  required  (see  McPherson  v.  McPherson  reported 
in  the  Daily  Glohe,  of  June  9th  and  10th,  1870.  See  also 
Harrison  C.  L.  P.  Act,  2nd  Edition  599,  notes.) 

The  sittings  of  the  General  Sessions  are  also  reduced  to 
three  in  the  case  of  York,  and  two  in  other  Counties.  To 
this  Court  is  transferred  the  business  formerly  done  by  the 
Recorder's  Courts  which  are  abolished. 

The  inconvenience  arising  from  the  length  of  time  between 
the  sessions,  is  remedied  by  the  power  given  to  the  County 
Court  Judge  under  the  Speedy  Trial  Act  before  referred  to. 
This  Act  has  the  further  recommendation  that,  through  it, 
an  innocent  man  may  be  enabled  to  obtain  his  liberty  sooner, 
and  the  County  saved  the  expense  of  keeping  him  in  custody. 
The  expense  of  a  jury  is  also  saved,  as  the  Judge,  under  the 
Act,  can,  with  the  consent  of  the  prisoner,  decide  without  one. 

The  Equity  side  of  the  County  Court  shared  the  same  fate 
as  the  Recorder's  Court,  and  has  passed  away,  the  power  of

adjudication  of  cases,  formerly  in  its  jurisdiction,  being  remitted 
to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  upon  a  reduced  scale  of  costs.  This 
can  be  looked  upon  only  as  a  benefit  to  all  concerned,  the 
County  Court  Clerks,  as  a  rule,  not  having  that  acquaintance 
with  Chancery  practice  and  pleading,  which  would  enable 
them  to  take  upon  themselves  the  duties  of  Master  or  Regis- 
trar, and,  in  many  cases,  the  Judges  not  having  sufficient 
training  in  Chancery  lore  to  render  the  decision  of  an  equita- 
ble claim  otherwise  than  irksome  and  distasteful  to  them. 

The  18th  section  of  the  Law  Reform  Act  dispenses  with 
the  intervention  of  a  jury  in  Civil  Cases  unless  the  parties 
serve  a  notice  with  their  last  pleading  demanding  one^ 
or  unless  they  obtain  a  Judge's  order  to  the  same  eSect. 
Thus,  what  was  once  deemed  one  of  the  bulwarks  of  a  free 
Constitution,  is  lowered  from  its  high  position.  The  fact 
speaks  the  character  of  our  Judiciary  more  fully  than  words 
can  do  ;  and,  although  the  jury  is  not  always  dispensed  with, 
yet  this  section  is  sufficiently  made  use  of  to  demonstrate  its 
satisfactory  working,  and  the  wisdom  of  passing  it. 

The  Evidence  Act  is  a  very  important  one,  and  gives  parties 
the  right  to  offer  themselves  as  witnesses  on  their  own  behalf, 
in  all  except  certain  excepted  cases.  This  has  long  been  the 
law  in  England  and  the  United  States,  and  has  worked  well  in 
those  countries.  The  anticipatory  fears  which  its  introduc- 
tion here  gave  rise  to  as  to  the  perjury  it  would  entail,  have 
not  been  realized,  and  its  working  has  proved  as  satisfactory 
as  was  expected.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  sound  expansion  of  that 
common  sense  tendency  of  modern  law  to  admit  evidence 
freely,  and  trust  to  a  careful  discrimination  to  ascertain  its 
credibility. 

The  Act  respecting  Dower,  somewhat  assimilates  the 
practice  in  that  kind  of  action  to  the  general  forms  of 
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Common  Law  actions,  and,  besides  amending  the  mode  in 
which  dower  is  to  be  assigned,  makes  a  d'fference  in  the  lands 
to  which  dower  attaches. 

The  Division  Court  Act  makes  many  changes,  and,  among 
them,  it  extends  the  garnishee  process,  and  makes  provision 
ibr  judgments  by  default,  without  going  into  Court.  Notice 
that  the  defendant  intends  to  defend  the  action  is  required. 

We  may  also  notice  the  Judges'  Chambers  Act,  by  which 
much  business  pieviously  done  by  the  Common  Law  Judges, 
is  performed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  Fleas  of  the 
Court  of  Queen's  Bench. 

The  101st  sec.  of  the  Confederation  Act  gives  authority  to 
the  Parliament  of  Canada  to  establish  a  Court  of  Appeal  for 
the  Dominion ;  and  a  bill — the  work,  we  believe,  of  one  of  our 
most  learned  jurists,  and  now  a  member  of  the  Equity  Bench — 
to  secure  that  end,  has  been  laid  before  the  House,  and  will, 
it  is  believed,  be  passed  next  session. 

The  hope  of  elevation  to  the  Bench  of  this  Court,  will,  in 
the  future,  offer  greater  inducements  than  hitherto  for  our  Bar 
to  continue  in  the  pursuit  of  that  accurate  and  profound  study 
of  the  law,  and  in  that  honourable  and  upright  course  which 
lias  hitherto  marked  its  career. 

That  hope,  too,  will  open  to  the  student  still  greater  pros- 
pects, still  brighter  visions  in  the  vista  of  the  future,  and  will 
nerve  him  to  yet  renewed  exertions.  The  student  of  today 
has  other  reasons  for  congratulation  over  his  brethren  of 
some  years  ago.  While  keeping  terms  and  attendance  at 
lectures,  neither  of  which  were,  for  many  reasons,  productive 
of  advantage  to  even  the  most  conscientious  student,  are 
no  longer  pre-requisites  to  admission  to  practice,  or  Call  to  the 
Bar,  there  have  been  substituted  for  them  yearly  examina- 
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tioDS  which  necessarily  require  greater  studiousness  and  pre- 
vent the  Student  from  postpi>ning  until  the  last  moment  all 
preparation  for  the  examinations  for  Admission  and  Call. 
The  awarding  of  yearly  Scholarships  by  the  Law  Society  to 
students  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years  standing,  for  pro- 
ficiency in  certain  prescribed  works,  has  also  been  a  very 
fruitful  means  of  increasing  the  standard  of  learning  among 
students.  To  this  the  learned  Treasurer  of  the  Law  Society 
has  very  frequently  of  late,  justly  ascribed  the  increased  pro- 
ficiency exhibited  by  students  at  their  final  examinations,  and 
the  result  has  justified,  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner,  the 
wisdom  of  establishing  the  system  of  Scholarships. 

This  improvement  in  the  proficiency  of  the  student  can  be 
further  increased  if,  in  his  turn,  the  attorney  will  do  his  duty. 

How  many  attorneys  are  there  who  think  it  incumbent 
upon  them  to  instruct,  or  even  to  direct  the  reading  of,  their 
clerks  ?  The  rule  is,  that  the  clerk  is  worked  hard  if  he 
takes  to  work,  or  let  alone  if  he  is  idle,  though  the  principal 
is  usually  eager  enough  to  claim  the  credit  if  the  clerk  dis- 
tinguishes himself  in  the  examinations,  or  obtains  a  Call  with 
Honors. 
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A  system  more  in  accordance  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of 
the  articles  ought  to  take  the  place  of  this  state  of  things. 
A  spirit  of  mutual  reliance  and  mutual  assistance  ought  to 
actuate  each,  and  the  principal  should  be  found  as  anxious  to 
give  proper  help  and  instruction,  as  the  clerk  to  obey  his 
lawful  commands. 


We  refer  students  and  clerks  to  the  very  full  particulars 
and  rules  as  to  examinations,  to  be  found  at  page  74  et  seq. 
of  this  volume. 
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Having  made  these  introductory  remarks,  we  beg  now  to 
leave  the  work,  as  to  its  details,  in  their  classification  and 
arrangement,  in  the  hands  of  the  Practitioner  and  Studenti 
hoping  to  receive  as  on  former  occasions  the  same  kind  and 
generous  support  and  encouragpvaent  which  have  been 
awarded  to  the  former  issues.

This  Court  was  constituted  for  the  hearing  of  appeals  in 
civil  cases  from  the  Courts  of  Queen's  Bench,  Chancery,  and 
Common  Pleas,  and  appeals  in  criminal  cases  from  the  Courts 
of  Queen's  Bench  and  Common  Pleas.  From  the  judgment  of 
this  Court,  an  appeal  lies  to  Her  Majesty  in  Privy  Council,  in 
cases  over  i;i,000,  or  where  annual  rent,  fee,  or  future  rights 
of  any  amount,  are  affected.  The  Court  sits  twice  a  year,  in 
January  and  July,  on  such  days  as  the  Court  may  appoint.

The  jarisdiction  of  this  Court  extends  to  JiH  manner  of 
actions,  causes  and  suits,  criminal  and  civil,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  within  Ontario;  and  it  may  proceed  by  such  process 
and  course  as  are  provided  by  law,  and  as  shall  tend  with 
justice  and  despatch  to  determine  the  same  ;  and  may  hear  and 
determine  all  issues  of  law,  and  also,  with  the  inquest  of  twelve 
good  and  lawful  men  (except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for), 
try  all  issues  of  fact,  and  give  judgment  and  award  execution 
thereon,  and  also  in  matters  which  relate  to  the  Queen's 
revenue  (including  the  coudemnation  of  contraband  or  smuggled 
goods),  as  may  be  done  by  Her  Majesty  s  Superior  Courts  of 
Law  iu  England. 

The  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  sits  in  banc,  during  the  three 
terms,  in  Osgoodc  Hall.  The  Terms  are  Hilary,  which  com- 
mences on  the  lirst  Monday  in  February,  and  ends  on  the  Satur- 
day of  the  week  following ;  Easter,  on  the  third  Monday  in 
May,  and  ends  on  the  Saturday  of  the  second  week  thereafter  ; 
and  Michaelmas,  on  the  third  Monday  iu  November,  and  ends 
on  the  Saturday  of  the  (second  week  thereafter. 

By  the  Act  29  &  30  Vic.  cap.  40,  Trinity  Term,  hitherto 
commencing  on  the  Monday  after  the  21st  August,  is  abolished ; 
but  the  same  statute  gives  power  to  the  Courts  of  Queen's 
Bench  and  Common  Pleaf,  at  their  discretion,  to  hold  sittings 
in  banc  in  time  of  vacation  (except  long  vacation),  by  virtue  of 
a  rule  or  order  of  the  Court  respectively,  to  be  made  in  or  out 
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c"  "Jrm,  for  the  hearing  of  such  special  cases  or  rules  for  new 
trials  as  shall  be  named  in  a  list  to  be  attached  to  any  such 
rule  or  order,  and  for  giving  of  judgments  in  cases  previously 
argued,  and  for  disposing  of  such  other  business  as  the  Court 
in  its  discretion  shall  see  fit.  Notice  of  such  rules  to  be  given 
in  form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  Act,  six  clear  days 
before  the  day  appointed.

Th!s  Court  has  the  like  jurisdiction  as  the  Court  of  Chancery 
in  England  in  cases  c"  fraud,  accidents,  trust.i,  executors, 
administrators,  co-partnerships,  accounts,  mortgages,  awards, 
dower,  infants,  idiots,  lunatics  and  their  estates,  waste,  specific 
performance,  discovery,  and  to  prevent  multiplicity  of  suits, 
staying  proceedings  at  law  prosecuted  against  equity  and  good 
conscience,  and  may  decree  the  issue,  repeal  or  avoidance  of 
letters  patent,  and  generally  the  like  powers  as  the  Court  of 
Chancery  in  i!iugland  possesses  to  administer  justice  in  all  cases 
where  there  is  no  adequate  remedy  at  law.  Also  like  jurisdic- 
tion in  revenue  cases  as  the  Court  of  Exchequer  in  England.

Each  judicial  dis- 
trict is  divided  into  Court  Divisions,  and  Courts  are  held  once 
in  two  months  in  each  Division,  or  oftener,  iu  the  discretion  of 
the  Judge.  The  Divisions  are  established  by  the  Courts  of 
General  Sessions,  anjj  in  ccr'aiu  cases  by  the  Judge.  Parties 
may  be  sued  either  in  the  Division  where  they  reside,  or  where 
the  debt  was  contracted.

The  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  was  cstabli-sheJ  in  1797, 
by  the  Act  37  George  III.  cap.  lo,  which  cr.ablcd  the  then  Prac- 
titioners of  the  Lavv  to  form  themselves  into  a  Society,  and  make 
Rules  for  its  government,  under  the  inspection  of  the  Judges,  as 
Visitors.  The  Act  of  1822  (2  George  ]V.  cap.  6,)  incorporated 
the  "Treasurer  ami  Benchers  of  the  Law  Society,"  giving  aper- 
petnal  succession,  and  a  commou  seal,  iu  the  usual  manner  of 
Acts  of  Incorporation. 

Under  the  statutes?,  the  Society  is  governed  l)y  the  Board  of 
Benchers  in  the  same  manner  as  the  various  Law  Societies  in 
London,  England.  TJio  Benchers  sit  in  convocation  every  Term, 
for  the  admission  of  Students  and  Barristers, and  the  examination 
of  fitness  and  capacity  of  Attorneys,  and  for  other  general  busi- 
ness. Each  Student  at  Law,  on  admission,  is  a  member  of  the 
Society,  and  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  Library.  The  Revenue 
of  the  Society  consists  of  the  fees  paid  by  Students-at-law,  and 
Barristers  and  Attorneys,  on  their  admission  ;  the  fees  of  Attor- 
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ueya  and  Solicitors  for  certificates ;  and  the  fees  called  Term 
Fee^,  charged  to  practising  Barristers.  The  Library  of  the 
Society  is  of  considerable  value,  and  is  of  great  service  to  the 
Sludeiits  and  Practitioners.  The  Trensurer  is  elected  annually, 
in  Micliaeinias  Term,  and  enters  upon  his  duties  on  the  first  day 
of  the  foUowiig  term. 


AS  TO  THE 

EXAMINATIONS  OF  BARRISTEllS  AND  ATTORNEYS,  &c. 


EXAMINATION    OF    CANDIDATES. 

There  shall  be  an  Examination,  according  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  this  Society  : 

1.  Of  every  Candidate  for  admission  on  the  books  of  the 
Society  as  a  Student-at-law. 

2.  Of  every  Student  so  admitted  becoming  a  Candidate  for 
Call  to  the  Uar. 

3.  Of  every  applicant  for  a  certificate  of  fitness  for  admission 
as  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor. 

The  exauiiiiation  of  Students  for  admission  on  the  books 
shall  be  conducted  orally  by  the  "  Examiner  for  Matricula- 
tion "  before  a  Committee  of  Benchers,  to  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose. 

The  examination  of  Students  on  the  books,  when  Candidates 
for  Call  to  the  Bar,  shall  be  partly  in  writing,  by  printed  or 
written  queHtioti<»,  to  he  answered  in  writing,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  "  Examiners  fur  Call ;"  and  partly  oral,  by  the 
Benchers  in  Convocation. 

The  e.xamination  of  applicants  for  certificates  of  fitness  shall 
in  like  manner  be  partly  in  vvritinjr,  and  partly  ore  tenus. 

The  examination  for  admission  on  the  books  as  Students-at- 
law  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  to  be  called  : 

1.  The  University  Class. 

2.  The  Senior  Class. 

3.  The  Junior  Clas<«. 
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CandiJates  for  examination  in  either  the  University  Class  or 
the  Senior  Class,  shall  be  consiilered  as  Candidates  for  admis- 
sion in  the  Junior  Class  in  the  event  of  their  not  passing  in  the 
higher  class. 

Candidates  for  admission  in  the  University  Class  shall  be 

1.  Graduates  of  a  University  entitled  to  confer  Degrees,  and 
established  in  some  part  of  Ilor  Majesty's  dominions  ; 

2.  And  shall  te  examined  separately  from  other  Candidates 
in  one  or  more  of  the  following  books  : 

In  Homer — B.  I.  of  Iliad. 

In  LuciAN — (CiiARON,  Life  or  Dream  of  Luciax  and 
Tim  UN. 

In  the  Odes  of  Horace. 

In  Mathematics  or  Mktaimiysic', — At  the  option  of  tlie 
Candidate,    according   to   the   following   courses   re- 
spectively : 

In  Mathematics. — Euclid,  (Cb.I.,  II.,  III.,  IV.,  and  VT.,) 
or  Leqkndre's  Geomktkie,  (Bb.  I.,  II.,  III.,  and  IV.,) 
Hind's  Algebua  to  the  end  of  Simultaneous  Equa- 
tions. 

In  Mr/rAriiTsics, — Walker's  and  Wiivtely's  Logic,  and 
Locke's  Essay  om  the  Human  UM)sr.<TANi)iNG. 

In  Herschell's  Astronomy, — (Ch.  I.,  III.,  IV.,  and  V.) 

In  Ancient  and  Modern  GRooaAPHY  ano  History, — 'Such 
works  as  the  Candidates  may  have  read. 

Candidates  for  admission  in  the  Senior  Class  shall  be 
examined  in  the  same  books  and  subjects  as  for  the  University 
Class. 

Candidates  for  admission  in  the  Junior  Class  shall  be 
examined  in  the  following  books  : 

In  Horace — Bb.  I,  and  III.  of  the  Opes. 

In  Mathematics, — Euclid,  (Bb.,  I.,  II.,  and  III.,)  or 
Legenure's  Geometrib  by  Davies  (lib.  I.  and  III., 
with  Problems.) 

In  English  History  and  Modern  Geography, — Such 
works  as  the  Candidates  may  have  read. 

All  or  any  of  the  books  in  all  or  any  of  the  classes  hereinbe- 
fore specified  may  be  dispensed  with,  and  any  other  substi- 
tuted, by  an  order  of  Convocation  in  that  behalf. 
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Any  Candidates  for  admission  in  the  University  Class  or  in 
the  Senior  Class,  who  does  not  pass  for  such  class,  shall  be 
passed  in  the  Junior  Class,  unless  rejected  in  toto. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  on  the  books  of  the  Society  as  a 
Student-at-law  who  is  not  of  the  full  age  of  sixteen  years. 

Notice  of  the  intention  of  any  person  to  apply  for  admission 
on  the  books  of  the  Society  as  a  Student-at-law,  signed  by  a 
Bencher,  and  containing  the  name,  addition,  and  family  resi- 
dence of  the  Candidate,  must  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Society,  at  his  office  in  Osgoode  Hall,  on  some  day  in  the 
Term  next  preceding  the  Term  in  which  he  seeks  admission  ; 
and  when  the  Candidates  desires  to  be  examined  for  admission 
in  the  Senior  Class,  it  must  be  so  expressed  in  his  notice. 

The  Candidate  must  be  presented  to  the  Examining  (Commit- 
tee, by  an  instrument  in  writing,  signed  by  a  Barrister  of  the 
Upper  Canada  Bar,  in  a  form  approved  of  by  the  Societj'. 

The  Secretary  shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Saturday  of 
every  vacation,  make  out  two  lists  containing  the  names,  addi- 
tions, and  family  residences  of  all  the  Candidates  for  admission 
on  behalf  of  whom  notices  of  presentation  have  been  regularly 
given,  and  shall  affix  one  of  such  lists  in  a  conspseuous  place 
in  his  office,  and  the  other  in  the  Convocation  Chamber. 

The  exf.mlnations  shall  be  conducted  in  the  Convocation 
Chamber,  Osgoode  Hall,  by  the  "  Examiner  for  Matriculation," 
in  presence  of  the  Committee  aforesaid,  or  any  two  of  them: 
and  shall  be  commenced  on  Tuesday  in  the  last  week  next  but 
one  of  each  vacation,  at  ten  o'clock.  A.M  ;  and  the  same  may 
be  adjourned  from  day  to  day,  until  all  the  examinations  have 
been  completed. 

Notice  of  the  day  on  which  the  applicants  for  admission  are 
rcsptctively  required  to  attend  for  the  purpose  of  being 
examined,  shall  by  the  Secretary  be  transmitted  to  them  by 
post  as  soon  as  may  be  after  each  Terra. 

In  case  no  such  notice  be  received,  attendance  is  to  be  given 
on  the  Tuesday  above  appointed  for  entering  upon  the  exanii- 
tations.  . 
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COMMITTEE     OF    EXAMINATION    FOR   ADMISSION    ON    THE 

BOOKS. 

A  Standing  Committee  of  Convocation,  to  consist  of  five 
Benchers,  shall  be  appointed  in  each  Term  for  the  examination 
of  Applicants  for  admission  on  the  Books  of  the  Society  as 
Students-at-law. 

The  Committee  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  appointment 
of  their  successors. 

Three  of  the  said  Committee  shall  bo  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business ;  but  two  of  them,  tofrether  witli 
the  "Examiner  for  Matriculation,"  shall  be  suKcieiit  for  Uie 
examination  of  Students. 

The  said  Committee,  in  concert  with  the  "  Examiner  for 
Matriculation,"  are  hereby  intrusted  with  the  power  and  duty 
of    superintending!;   the    Examination    of    all    Applicants    for 


admission   on   the   Books,    and  of 


arratioring  and  settlino; 


the 


details  thereof,  in  all  respects  not  provided  for  by  the  Rules  or 
Standing  Orders  of  Convocation. 

Upon  the  examination  of  every  Candidate  for  admission  as  a 
Student-at-law,  the  following  questions,  and,  in  the  following 
order,  shall  be  put  by  the  Committee  of  Examination  : 

1.  Whether  the  Examination,  as  "  had"  be  received  ;  which, 
being  carried  in  the  affiimative,  no  further  examinatiim 
of  such  Candidate  shall  take  place  during  that  vacation. 

2.  Whether  the  Examination,  as  "  had  "  and  "  received," 
be  "  passed,"  which,  being  carrieil  in  the  fiffirinative,  no 
objection  shall  be  raised  to  the  admission  of  suoli  Candi- 
date on  the  ground  of  his  education  bein.r  deficient. 

3.  Whether  the  Examination  "  had,"  "  received,"  and 
"passed,"  be  classed  in  the  University  Class  or  in  the 
Senior  Class,  if  the  Applicant  be  a  Candidate  for  eitier  of 
such  classes. 

4.  The  Examiner  shall  have  a  voice  in  determining  each  of 
the  above  questions,  and  such  questions  shall  respectively 
be  determined  by  a  majority  of  those  who  conduct  the 
Examination,  including  the  Examiner,  but,  if  there  be 
present  at  any  Examination  two  or  three  only  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee  and  the  Examiner,  no  question 
shall  be  carried  in  th^  affirm  itive,  without  the  concurrent 
vote  of  three  members  of  the  Committee  or  two  members 
of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Examiner  :  in  case  four 
or  more  be  present,  a  majority  shall  decide,  and  an 
equality  of  votes  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  negative. 
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CLASSIFICATION. 

All  Cnndidates  passed  and  not  classed  in  the  University 
Class  or  Senior  Class,  shall  be  classed  in  the  Junior  Class. 

Candidates  passed  in  the  University  Class  shall  be  classed 
accordinf;  to  their  rank,  if  Graduates  in  the  same  University ; 
or  according  to  the  dates  of  their  Diplomas  or  Degrees,  if 
Graduates  of  different  Universities. 

Candates  passed  in  either  the  Senior  or  Junior  Classes  shall 
be  classed  according  to  their  merit?. 

PETITION — PRESENTATION    AND   DEPOSIT   OF    FEES. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  shall,  some  convenient  time 
previous  to  the  examination  day  or  the  day  on  which  ho  is  to 
be  examined,  report  himself  to  and  deposit  vrith  the  Sub- 
Treasurer,  at  Osgoode  Hall,  his  presentation  and  the  amount  of 
fees  payable  on  admission,  together  with  his  petition  for 
admission. 

The  Sub-Treasurer  shall  on  the  first  day  of  the  Term  nest 
after  any  examination  had  as  aforesaid,  make  a  report  in 
writing  to  the  Convocation  on  the  petition  of  each  Cindidate 
passed,  stating  the  day  of  the  preceding  Term  on  which  Notice 
of  Presentation  was  given  for  such  Candidate,  and  whether 
there  exists,  to  his  knowledge,  any  objection  to  the  admission 
of  such  Candidate,  to  which  report  ho  shall  append  such  Can- 
didate's petition  and  presentation, 

REPORT    OF   THE   C05LMITTEE. 

The  Committee,  by  a  Report  signed  by  the  members  who 
examine  and  by  the  Examiner  for  Matriculation,  shall  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Terra  next  after  any  Examination  had,  report 
to  the  Convocation  the  result  of  such  examination,  specifying 
(when  several  have  been  examined)  the  names  of  those  who 
have  passed,  and  of  those  (if  any)  who  have  been  rejpcted, 
stating  in  what  branch  they  were  found  deficient,  and  specify- 
ing also  the  order  in  which  those  passed  have  been  classed 
according  to  the  decision  of  the  Committee,  except  as  hereafter 
mentioned ;  and  such  report  shall,  as  respects  each  such  exam- 
ination, be  final,  and  no  objection  to  the  admission  of  any 
Candidate  so  passed  shall  be  raised  in  Convocation  on  the 
ground  of  his  education  being  deficient.  But  any  Candidate 
for  admission  who  has  been  rejected  by  the  Committee,  may 
appeal  to  the  Convocation  by  petition,  to  be  presented  on  the 
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first  day  of  the  said  Term,  la  which  case  bis  examination  before 
the  Convocation,  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Saturday  of  the 
Term. 

The  second  Tuesday  of  each  Term  shall  be  the  admissioB 
day  of  the  Students  on  the  books  of  the  Society  who  have  been 
examined  and  reported  as  passed  by  the  Examining  Com- 
mittee, or  who  have  been  passed  by  the  Convocation  upon 
appeal. 


EXAMINATION    FOR    CALL    TO    THE    BAR,    AND    FOR 
CERTIFICATES    OF    FITNESS. 

No  Student-at-Law  upon  the  Books  of  this  Society  shall  bo 
called  to  the  Bar,  and  no  Candidate  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  fitness,  unless  he  be  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  nor 
without  having  been  previously  examined  in  writing  by  the 
"  Examiners  for  Call,"  and  also  ore  tenus  by  the  "  Benchers  in 
Convocation.

The  Examinations  for  "  Call  to  the  Bar  " 
into  two  classes  or  orders,  viz.,  those  for 
those  for  "  Call,  with  Honours."

The  Examiners  shall  deliver  to  each  respective  Candidate  a 
copy  of  the  questions  to  be  by  him  answered,  and  each  such 
Candidate  shall  then  and  there,  under  the  S'lpervision  of  such 
Examiners,  frame  written  answers  to  such  questions,  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  Examiners,  for  the  Benchers  in 
Convocation. 

The  answers  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Examiners,  by  three 
o'clock,  P.M.,  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  questions  are 
received  for  answer. 

NOTICE    OF   INTENDED   APPLICATION    FOR   CALL. 

Every  Candidate  for  Call  to  the  Bar,  must  cause  a  written 
notice  in  the  form  approved  of  by  the  Society,  of  his  attention 
to  present  himself  for  Call,  signed  by  a  Bencher,  to  be  given  to 
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the  Secretary,  at  his  office  in  OsgooJo  Hall,  some  day  in  the 
Term  next  preceding  that  on  which  he  intends  so  to  present 
himself. 

The  Secretary  shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Saturday  of 
every  Vacation,  make  out  two  lists  containing  the  names, 
additions,  and  residences  of  all  the  Candidates  for  Call,  on 
behalf  of  whom  notices  of  presentation  have  been  regularly 
given,  and  shall  affix  one  of  such  lists  in  a  conspicuous  placo 
in  his  office,  and  the  other  in  the  Convocation  Chamber, 

The  Sub-Treasurer  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  every  Terra,

Every  Member  of  this  Society  shall,  after  his  Call  to  the 
Bar,  pay  to  the  Socit-ty,  through  its  Treasurer,  a  Term  fee  of 
two  shillings  and  sixpence  in  each  and  every  Term. 

Such  Term  fee  shall  be  due  and  payable  iu  each  Term,  and 
if  not  previously  paid,  all  arrear  shall  be  punctually  paid  on 
the  last  day  of  the  Vacation  next  before  ^lichaelmas  term  iu 
each  year. 

DEPOSIT  OF    PETITION,  PRESENTATION,  BOND,    AND   FEES. 

Every  Student  upon  the  books  of  this  Society,  being  a  C  m-

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of  ^standing  on  the  Books  entitled  him  to  present  himself,  has 
expired  or  will  expire  during  the  ensuing  Term,  shall,  at  least, 
oi;e  day  before  the  uay  appr-intcd  for  exauiinatiou,  before  the 
"Examiners  for  Call,"  in  the  Vacation  preceding  the  Terra  in 
which  such  Candidate  petition?  to  be  called,  report  himself  to.

The  person  or  persons  to  be  appointed  such  Examiner  or 
Exi\mine'-3  as  aforesaid,  shall  also  be  Examitier  or  Examiner^ 
of  (.'andidatesfor  Call  to  the  Bar  of  Upper  Canadn,  and  Lecturer 
or  Lecturers  in  Law  and  Equity,  under  the  r-des  and  regula- 
tions or  orders  of  the  Society  in  that  behalf. 

SUSPENSION    OF    BARRISTERS. 

STRTTfiK  OFF    THE    UoI.L    OF    ATiORNKYS    AND    SOLICITORS    BY   ANY 
OF    THB    SUl'KIUOU    COURTS. 

Upon  an  order  being  made  by  any  of  Her  Miije?tj  rior 

Courts   of   Law  and  Eqoity  in  Upper  Canada,  whereby  any 
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person,  being  at  the  time  a  member  of  this  Society,  is  ordered 
lobe  struck  uff*,he  Roll  of  Attorneys  or  Solicitors  of  such  Court, 
aad  whereby  it  is  also  further  or  Jered  that  such  order  shall  be 
transmitted  by  the  proper  officer  of  such  Court  to  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Society,  such  person  so  ordered  to  be  struck  off  the 
Rolls  of  puch  Court  shall,  ipso  facto^  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  all  and  singular  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges 
belonging  to  him  in  this  Society,  or  elsewhere,  as  a  member 
thereof ;  and  such  suspension  shall  continue  until  such  person 
be  restored  to  the  Rolls  of  such  Court  as  an  Attorney  or 
Solicitor  thereof,  and  also  to  the  Rolls  of  such  other  of  the  said 
Courts  as  may,  on  communication  of  such  order  or  otherwise, 
have  ordered  him  to  be  struck  off  their  Rolls  respectively. 

Such  suspension  shall  in  no  respect  be  deemed  an  affirmation 
on  the  part  of  this  Society,  or  any  of  the  authorities  thereof,  of 
the  correctness  of  tiie  grounds  upon  which  the  decision  of  such 
Court  or  Courts  is  founded,  but  as  a  mere  legal  consequence 
attached  to  such  decision 

Such  suspension  shall  not  preclude  the  adoption  of  proceed- 
ings by  irapeaclunent  or  otherwise  according  to  the  course  of 
this  Society,  before  the  Benchers  thereof  in  Convocation,  for 
disbarring  and  expelling  such  person  from  this  Society,  on  the 
same  grounds  upon  which  any  such  Court  may  have  proceeded 
to  remove  him  from  their  Rolls,  or  any  other  that  may  render 
such  proceedings  necessary  or  proper  in  that  behalf. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society  on  receipt 
of  any  such  order  from  the  proper  officer  of  any  of  the  said 
Courts,  to  lay  the  same  before  the  Benchers  of  this  Society  in 
Convocation  at  their  next  meeting  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  there- 
upon entered  at  length  upon  the  Journal  of  Convocation,  but 
no  entry  of  such  suspension  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Rolls  of 
this  Society. 

Upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society  being  informed  of  orders 
having  been  made  by  the  said  Courts,  or  by  the  Courts  which 
removed  any  such  person  from  their  Rolls  as  aforesaid,  for  the 
restoration  of  such  person  to  such  Rolls,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
procure  office-copies  of  such  orders  so  restoring  such  peison 
to  the  Rolls  of  such  Courts,  and  to  lay  the  same  before  the 
Benchers  of  t"ais  Society  in  Convocation  at  their  next  meeting; 
and  the  same  shall  thereupon  be  entered  at  length  upon  the 
Journals  of  Convocation.

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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

There  are  four  Scholarships  in  the  Law  Society. 

One  for  Students  under  one  year's  Standing  of  £30  per 
annum. 

One  for  Students  under  two  years'  Standing  and  over  oue 
year's  of  £40  per  annum. 

One  for  Students  under  tliree  years'  standing  and  over  two 
years'  of  i."50  per  annum. 

One  for  Students  under  four  years'  standing  and  over  three 
years'  of  .£60  per  annum. 

Any  Student  who  has  taken  any  degree  entitling  him  to  Call 
in  three  years,  is  considered  as  a  Student  of  over  two  years  ia 
reference  to  these  Scholarships,  whi'jh  are  open  to  all  Students 
in  Upper  Canada  on  the  Books  of  the  Law  Society  of  the  pre- 
scribed Standing. 

The  annual  allowance  to  such  Scholars  is  paid  to  them  out 
of  the  general  funds  of  the  Society. 

The  successful  Candidates  for  these  Scholarships  are  deter- 
mined by  Convocation,  and  the  Scholarships  are  awarded  in  a 
formal  manner  by  the  Treasurer  in  open  Convocation. 

All  Students  admitted  upon  the  Books  of  the  Society  in 
Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  in  each  year  may  present  themselves 
for  the  Examination  for  Scholarships  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: 
for  the  Scholarship  for  the  first  year  Students,  in  the  Michael- 
mas Term  of  their  second  year ;  for  the  Scholarship  for  the 
second  year  Students,  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  their  third 
year  ;  and  for  the  Scholarships  for  third  and  fourth  year 
Students,  one  or  both,  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  their  fourth 
year,  provided  no  Student  presents  himself  a  second  time  for 
examination  for  the  same  Scholarship. 

In  the  construction  of  the  rule  for  the  preliminary  examiaa- 
tions,  any  Attorney's  Clerk  or  Student-at-law,  admitted  or 
articled  during  any  Michaelmas  Term,  is  considered  as  articled 
or  admitted  on  the  first  day  of  that  Term.

28  \k\  Cap.  21.,  Statutes  of  Canada. 

Th  '  following  persons  may  bo  ftJmitte<l  and  enrolled  as 
At;  \e  8  or  Solicitors,  viz.  :  Any  person  who  has  been  duly 
Ctt'  «;  .  to  ;oractico  at  the  iJar  of  Upper  Canadii,  or  who  has  been 
du;,  c;i!leJ  to  practice  at  the  Bar  of  any  of  Her  Majesty's 
Supcriiii"  Courts,  not  having  merely  local  jurisdiction  in  Eng- 
land, Scotland,  or  Ireland,  and  has  been  bound  by  contract  in 
writing,  to  a  practising  Attorney  ^r  Solicitor  in  Upper  Canada, 
to  serve  him  as  his  Clerk  for  three  years. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  and  enrolled  as  an  Attorney  or 
Solicitor,  unless  [niter  alia) 

He  has  during  the  time  specified  in  his  contract  of  service 
duly  ferved  thereunder,  and  has  during  the  whole  of  such  term 
been  actually  emploj-ed  in  the  proper  practice  or  business  of  au 
Attorney  or  Solicitor  by  the  Attorney  or  Solicitor  to  whom  he 
has  been  bound,  at  the  place  where  such  Attorney  or  Solicitor 
has  continued  to  reside  during  such  term,  or  with  his  consent, 
by  the  Professional  Agent  of  such  Attorney  or  Solicitor  in 
Toronto,  for  a  part  of  the  said  term,  not  exceeding  one  year. 

And  has  attended  the  sittings  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench 
or  Common  Pleas  during  at  least  two  of  the  Terms  of  such 
Courts,  and  has  complied  with  the  regulations  of  the  Law 
Society  in  that  behalf, 

And  at  least  fourteen  days  next  before  the  fir.it  day  of  the 
Term,  in  which  he  seeks  admission,  he  has  left  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Law  Society  his  contract  of  service,  and  any  assign- 
ment thereof  and  affidavits  of  the  execution  of  the  same  respec- 
tively, and  his  own  affidavit  of  due  service  thereunder,  and  a 
certificate  of  Ihe  Attorney  or  Solicitor  to  witom  he  was  bound, 
or  his  agent,  as  oforcsaid,  of  such  due  service,  and  a  certificate 
of  bis  having  attended  the  sittings  of  the  Court  or  Courts  during 
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two  term?,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  (in  case  of  a  person 
wbo  has  been  called  to  the  Bar  or  taken  a  degree)  a  certificate 
of  bis  having  been  so  called  to  the  Btir  or  taken  such  a  degree, 
or  a  duly  authenticated  certified  copy  of  such  certificate.  .  (See 
29  Vic.  ch.  29.) 

In  case  the  contract  of  service,  assignment  (if  a  ■')  afiidavits 
and  certificate  of  due  service,  or  any  of  them,  cf  inot  be  pro- 
duced, then,  on  application  to  be  made  to  the  Law  Society,  by 
a  petition,  verified  by  affidavit,  to  be  left  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Society,  at  least  fourteen  days  next  before  the  first  day  of 
the  term  on  which  the  applic  int  seeks  admission,  the  Society, 
on  being  satisfied  of  such  fact,  may,  in  their  discretion,  dispense 
\\ith  the  production  of  such  contract,  assignment,  affidavits 
,ind  certificate  of  due  service,  or  any  of  them,  and  may, 
notwithstanding  such  non-production,  grant  the  certificates,  &c. 

The  Law  Society  may,  upon  being  satisfied  that  the  applicant 
fur  admission  has  really  and  bonil  fide  served  and  been  actually 
employed  under  articles,  ior  the  term  of  five  years,  or  shorter 
term,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  their  discretion  and  in  accord.ance 
with  rules  to  be  established  by  them,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Visitors,  grant  the  Certificates  of  Fitness,  although  the 
terms  or  conditions  required  have  not  been  str'ctly  complied 
with. 

Whenever  any  person  has  been  bound  by  contract  in  writing 
to  serve  as  a  Clerk  to  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor,  such  contract, 
with  the  affidavit  of  execution  thereof  annexed  thereto,  shall, 
within  three  months  next  after  the  execution  of  the  contract, 
he  filed  with  one  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Crown  and  Pleas  at 
Toronto,  who  »\\x\\\  endorse  and  sign  upon  such  contract  and 
affidavit,  a  memorandum  of  the  day  of  filing  thereof;  and  every 
assignment  of  such  contract,  together  with  an  affidavit  of  the 
execution  thereof  annexed  thereto,  shall  be  filed  in  like  manner 
within  the  like  period  of  three  mouths  next  after  the  execution 
thereof. 

In  case  such  contract  or  assigijment  [as  (he  ease  vxny  he),  with 
the  affidavit  of  execution  annexed  thereto,  be  not  filed  within 
three  months  after  the  date  of  the  contract  or  assignment,  the 
same  may  nevertheless  be  filed  with  either  of  the  officers  before 
mentioned,  but  the  service  of  the  Clerk  shall  be  reckoned  only 
from  the  date  of  such  filitig,  unless  the  Law  Society  in  its  dis- 
cretion shall,  for  special  reasons  in  any  particular  case,  other- 
wise order." 

If  any  Attorney  or  Solicitor,  or  any  member  of  any  firm  of 
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Attorneys  or  Solicitors,  either  in  bis  o\iNn  name  or  in  the  name 
of  any  member  of  his  firm,  practices  in  either  of  the  Courts  of 
Queen's  Bench,  Chancery,  or  Common  Pleas,  without  such  cer- 
tificate being  taken  out  by  such  Attorney  and  Solicitor,  and  by 
each  member  of  liis  firm,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  forty 
dollar?,  which  forfeiture  sliuU  he  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Law  Society,  for  the  uses  thereof,  and  may  be  recovered  ia 
either  of  the  said  Courts  of  Common  Law. 


THE   ATTORNEYS'  ACT,  18G8. 
31  VtcroRi.v,   Cap.  23,   Statutes   of   Ontauio. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  Cliapter  35  of  the 
Consolidated  Statutes  of  Upper  Canada, 
entitled  "An  Act  respecting  Attorneys-at- 
law. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Act  chaptered  C>o  of 
the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Upper  ('anadn,  by  making  pro- 
vision for  additional  examinatious  in  certain  cases  ef  persons 
desiring  to  be  admitted  as  Attorneys  and  Solicitors,  therefore 
Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  said  Act  contained  no 
person  being  of  either  of  the  classes  of  persons  mentioned  in 
subsections  1  and  2  of  section  2  of  the  said  Act  shall  bo  ad- 
mitted or  enrolled  as  an  Attorney  or  Solicitor,  unless  he  has  at 
some  time  during  the  year  next  but  two  before  the  time  of  his 
final  examination  and  at  some  time  not  less  than  one  year 
thereafter  and  during  the  year  next  but  one  before  the  time  of 
his  final  examination,  passed  examinations  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Law  Society. 

2.  The  examinations  by  this  Act  required  shall  be  held 
under  the  direction  of  the  Benchers  of  the  Law  Society,  and 
the  said  Benchers  and  Society  .shall  in  respect  thereof  have  the 
same  powers,  and,  so  far  as  may  be,  follow  the  same  directions 
as  are  by  the  said  Act  given  to  tiiem  respectively  in  reference 
to  the  examinations  by  the  said  Act  required. 

8.  The  first  of  the  two  examinations  by  this  Act  required 
shall   not  be  requisite  iu  the  case  of  any  person  now  under 
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nrtlcles  whose  term  of  service  is  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of 
this  Act  within  four  years  of  its  expiration. 

4.  The  second  of  the  two  examinations  by  this  Act  required 
shall  not  be  requisite  in  the  case  of  any  person  whose  term  of 
gervice  is  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  within  two 
years  and  six  months  of  itd  expiration. 

5.  The  preceding  section  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  whose  term  of  service  is  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of 
ibis  Act  expired. 

6.  In  case  any  person  is  prevented  by  illness  or  other  un- 
avoidable cause  from  presenting  himself  for,  or  fails  to  pass 
either  of  the  examinations  by  this  Act  rpquired  within  the 
time  specified,  the  said  Denchers  may  in  their  discretion  permit 
such  person  to  pass  such  examination  at  other  times,  provided 
that  not  le?s  than  nine  months  shall  elapse  between  the  first 
and  the  second  of  such  examinations,  and  not  less  than  nine 
months  shall  elapse  between  the  second  of  such  examinations 
and  the  final  examination. 

7.  The  2nd  sec  of  the  Act  passed  in  the  28th  year  of  Iler 
Mnjesty's  rergn,  cap.  21,  and  entitled,  ''An  Act  to  amend  the 
Act  respecting  Attorneys,"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  words,  "or  wh  on  the  I8th  March,  18G5,  were 
entered  on  the  books  of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  ns 
Students-at-law." 

8.  The  7th  sec.  of  the  said  recited  Act  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  words,  "  and  although  the  applicant  for 
admission  was  not  at  the  time  of  such  service  actuallj  bound 
by  contract  in  writing  by  reason  of  unintentionxl  omission,  and 
which  contract  was  subsequently  executed  :  provided,  never- 
theless, that  such  service  was  bona  fide  for  three  or  five  years, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  commenced  on  or  before  the  1st  July, 
1868." 

9.  This  Act  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  "  The  Attorney's 
Act,  1868."

Adopted  in  Convocation  of  the  Law  Society,  in  reference  to 
the  Examination  of  Students  and  Articled  Clerks  before 
Call  to  the  Bar,  or  granting  Certificates  of  Fitnes?,  and 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  last  stated  Acts. 

ARTICLED    CLERKS. 

1.  That  every  Articled  Clerk  presenting  himself  for  exami- 
nation in  any  Term,  under  the  Act  passed  in  the  first  session 
of  the  Parliament  of  Ontario,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the 
Act,  Chap.  85  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Upper  Canada, 
entitled,  *  An  Act  respecting  Attorneys-at-Law.' "  shall  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  such  Term,  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Law  Society,  a  certificate  signed  by  such  Clerk,  stating  the  date 
of  his  articles  of  Clerkship,  and  of  the  fili  ',  thereof,  the  name  of 
the  Attorney  to  whom  he  was  articled,  .e  number  of  assign- 
ments, if  any,  and  the  year  of  his  service  at  the  time  of  signing 
such  certificate,  and,  if  he  is  a  graduate  of  any  University, 
stating  the  same.  And  the  particulars  of  such  Certificate  shall 
be  entered  in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  to  be  kept  by  the 
Secretary ;  and  no  Certificate  shall  be  received  or  filed  without 
the  payment  of  one  dollar  to  the  Secretary. 

2.  The  subjects  and  books  for  the  first  exnmination  shall  be 
as  follows : — 

Real  PiiorERXY— Blackstone's  Commentaries,  Vol.  2  (Leith). 

Equity — Hayne's  Outlines  of  E»]uity. 

Common  Law — Smith's  Manual  of  Common  Law. 

3.  The  subjects  and  books  for  the  second  examination  shall 
bo  as  follows  : — 

Ekal  PnorERTY — Williams  on  Real  Property,  Greenwood  on 
the  Practice  of  Conveyancing,  Chapter  on  Agreements, 
Sales,  Purchases,  Leases,  Mortgages,  and  Wills. 

Equity — Snell's  Treatise  on  Equity. 

Common  Law — Broom's  Common  Law, 

and  re-examination  on  subjects  and  books  of  first  exami- 
nation. 

4.  The  examination  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Wednesday 
io  Term,  before  the  Benchers  in  Convocation,  tl  ree  being  a 
quorum,  and  may  be  continued  by  adjournment. 
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5.  The  examinatioD  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Examiners,  in 
Osgoode  Hall,  by  written  papers,  and  also  vivS.  voce  before  Con- 
vocation. 

6.  After  each  examination  is  completed,  the  presiding 
Bencher  shall  certify  to  Convocation  the  names  of  the  Clerks 
examined,  and  vrhether  they  have  or  have  not  passed  such 
examination ;  and,  in  accordance  with  such  Certificate,  the 
Secf^tary  shall  enter  against  the  name  of  such  Clerk  in  the 
boo,:  aforesaid  "Passed,"  or  "not  Passed,"  with  the  date 
of  such  Certificate;  and  when  such  Clerk  has  passed,  shall  give 
liim  a  Certificate  to  that  eflfect.

ACCORDIN(J    TO  THE  LAW  OF  THE  PROVINCE  OF   ONTARIO, 
(Con.  Stat.  U.  C.  cap.  82.) 

N.D. — This  Table  applies  only  to  persons  dying  on  or  after 
Ist  January,  1852.  As  to  all  persons  who  died  befoic  that 
day,  the  law  of  descent  is  the  same  as  in  England. 

The  Real  Estate,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  of  all  persons 
dying  on  or  after  1st  January',  1852,  descends  as  follows  ; 

Ist, — To  lineal  descendants  and  those  claiming  by  or  under 

them  per  stirpes. 
2nd.— To  the  father. 
3rd. — To  the  mother. 
4th. — To  collateral  relatives. 

Subject,  however,  to  the  following  rules  : 

First, — If  the  intestate  leave  several  descendants  in  the  uirect 
line  of  lineal  descent,  and  all  of  equal  degree  of  consanguinity 
to  such  intestate,  the  inheritance  v,'ill  dect-nd  to  such  persons 
in  equal  parts,  however  remote  from  the  intestate  the  common 
degrees  of  consanguinity  may  be. 

Second.  — If  any  of  the  children  of  the  intestate  be  living,  and 
some  be  dead,  the  inheritance  will  descend  to  the  children 
living,  and  to  the  decendants  of  those  who  are  dead,  so  that 
each  child  who  shall  be  living  shall  inherit  such  share  as  would 
have  descended  to  him  if  all  the  children  of  the  intestate  who 
6ball  have  died,  leaving  issue,  had  been  living,  and  so  that  the 
descendants  of  such  as  are  dead  shall  inherit  the  share  which 
their  deceased  parent  would  have  recei  ;d  if  living. 
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Third. — The  same  rule  applies  where  descendants  of  the 
intestate  are  of  unequal  degrees  of  consanguinity. 

Fourth. — If  the  intestate  die  without  lineal  descendants,  and 
leaving  a  father,  the  inheritance  will  go  to  the  father,  unless 
the  inheritance  came  to  the  intestate  on  the  part  of  the  mother, 
and  such  mother  be  living.  If  the  mother  be  dead,  the  inheri- 
tance descending  on  her  part  will  go  to  the  father  for  life,  and 
reversion  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  intestate  and  the 
descendants  of  such  as  may  be  dead.  If  there  be  no  brother 
or  sister,  or  descendants  of  brother  or  sister,  the  inheritance 
will  go  to  the  father, 

Fifih. — If  the  intestate  die  without  any  lineal  descendants 
and  leaving  no  father,  or  leaving  a  father  not  entitled *under 
the  last  rule,  and  leaving  a  mother  and  brothers  and  sisters,  or 
descendants  of  brother  or  sister,  the  inheritance  will  go  to  the 
mother  for  lifo,  and  revert  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  and  their 
descendants.  If  the  intestate  leave  no  brother  or  sister,  or 
descendant  of  a  brother  or  sister,  the  inheritance  will  go  to  the 
mother. 

Sixth. — If  no  father  or  mother  capable  of  inheriting  under 
ihe  preceding  rules,  then  the  inheritance  will  fall  to  the 
collateral  relatives  in  equal  degree  in  equal  parts. 

Seventh  — If  intestate  leave  only  brother  or  sister,  or  de- 
scendant of  brother  or  sister,  the  inheritance  will  go  to  those 
living,  and   to  the  descendants  of  those  who  are  dead  equally. 

Fiighlh. — If  the  intestate  leave  no  heir  entitled  under  the 
foregoing  rules,  then  if  the  inheritance  came  on  the  part  of  the 
father,  it  will  go  to  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  father,  and  the 
descendants  of  such  as  may  be  dead. 

Ninth. — If  no  brother  or  sister  of  father,  and  no  descendant 
of  brother  or  sister  of  father,  the  inheritance  will  go  to  the 
brother  or  sister,  or  descendant  of  brother  or  sister,  of  mother. 

Tenth. — Where  inheritance  came  on  part  of  mother,  then  the 
same  shall  descend  to  the  brothers  and  sisters  and  descendants 
of  brothers  and  sisters,  of  the  mother. 

Eleventh. — Where  the  inheritance  came  neither  on  part  of 
mother  tor  father,  the  brothers  and  sisters,  and  their  descend- 
ants, of  father  and  mother  shall  inherit  equally. 

Ttcelfth.^lh^  half-blood  shall  inherit  equally  with  whole- 
blood,  unless  the  inheritance  came  by  descent  or  devise  or  gift 
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of  some  one  of  intestate's  ancestors,  in  which  case  those  not  of 
blood  to  the  ancestor  shall  be  excluded. 

Thirteenth. — Failing  heirs  as  aforesaid,  the  inheritance  shall 
go  the  next  of  kin,  accGiding  the  rules  of  the  English  Statute 
of  Distribution. 

Fourteenth. — The  posthumous  child  will  inherit  equally  with 
those  born  in  the  lifetime  of  intestate. 

Fifteenth. — Illegitimate  children  cannot  inherit. 

Sixteenth. — If  any  child  has  been  advanced  by  settlement  or 
portion,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  so  expressed  in  writing 
by  the  intestate,  or  acknowledged  by  the  child,  the  va'ue  of  such 
advancement  or  portion  shall  be  reckoned  as  part  of  iatestate's 
real  and  personal  estate.  If  the  advancement  or  portion  be 
equal  or  superior  to  the  amount  of  the  share  which  such  child 
would  take,  such  child  shall  be  excluded  from  any  other  in- 
heritance.    If  unequal,  the  difference  will  go  to  such  child.
